The Ato-Oalii wont away 
quite satistiod, but Geuzp Okamoto fol- 
lowed and pushed r.s-inst Kvorhardt 
and a crowd assembled. Thereupon 
Kverhardt struck the coolie und used a 
revolver—the coolie said a knife, but 
this was domed—ami subsequently lied 
into tho house of W. P. Tuner. The 
court found that the lieutenant had only 
acted in self-defense and dismissed tho 
case. Several cases have occurred of 
late of coolies becoming very abusive. 


A Tokio journal is responsible for the

The normal schools ot 
the etate are far bsbind in thiB respect 
at tne present time, and inBtead of turn- 
ing out one or two hundred half bakod 
teacherfl everV year must look to the 
qualifications of those they do turn out 
closely. Tbey muat take more time in 
the preparation oi their graduates, 
which practice in itself will have a ten- 
dency to discourage a certain class of 
teachers who aee in a normal school di-
